Mr.  Editor: — I  rejoice  to  be  able  to  say  that  among 

in  behalf  of  Africa.  The  oppressions  of  tliis  unhappy 
nation  have  been  so  great  and  so  repeated  ;  her  griev¬ 
ances  have  been  so  long  seeking  redress  of  heaven, 
that  it  is  to  be  hoped  (and  the  present  aspect  of  things 
is  favourable  to  the  sup[)nsitioii,)  her  prayer  has  been 
heard,  and  heaven  is  about  to  espouse  her  cause,  'I’hat 
she  too  may  doher  jiart,  .America  hasof  late  been  making 
same  praise  worthy  e.xcrtions  towards  ameliorating  the 
condition  of  tliat  unhappy  nation.  I  lor  coloiii:'.atioii  soci- 
ety  has  been  formed,  and  her  colony  supported  and  de¬ 
fended.  Some  of  the  unfortunate  children  of  Africa  have 
been  ransomed  and  returned.  She  has  sent  thither  en¬ 
lightened  men  to  instruct  her  children  in  their  own 
country.  .And  she  has  likewise  sent  them  ministers 
of  tlie  liedeenier,  to  make  known  the  joyful  tidings  of 
salvation.  But  as  yet  their  praiseworthy  exertions 
remain  to  be  clowned  with  success.  Our  expecta¬ 
tions  have  been  greatly  disappointed.  Tlie  ccaistitu- 
tions  of  our  people  are  such  that  they  cannot  long  ex¬ 
ist  in  such  a  climate.  And  we  find  "that  in  a  very  few 
years  at  most,  after  those  of  our  philanthropic  coun¬ 
trymen  who  have  gone  thither  Hir  the  purpose  of  eii- 
lighteriing  Africa,  have  reached  her  shores,  they  are 
hurried  ‘‘to  that  bourne  whence  no  traveller  return.s.” 

From  these  facts  it  is  evident,  that  cither  some  new 
turn  must  be  given  to  tlie  enterprize,  or,  if  it  remain 
at  all  in  e.xistenco,  its  progress  towards  enlightening 
and  evangelizing  Africa,  will  be  slow  in  the  extreme, 
and  the  amount  of  goixl  which  will  thus  be  accom¬ 
plished,  at  least  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  will 
he  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  losses,  which, 
in  its  accomplishinent,  the  cluucli  of  the  Redeemer 
must  inevitably  sustain.  It  is  a  fact,  which  I  had 
hoped  the  friends  of  Africa  would  have  long  ere  tliis 
discovered,  that,  in  order  to  evangelize  tliat  piirt  of  llie 
world,  persons  inured  to  the  climate  must  be  hrouirlit 
into  the  field  of  labour.  And  then,  and  not  till  then, 
the  work  ot  the  Lord  will  proceed,  comparativclv 
speaking,  without  any  impediment. 

But  how  shall  sucli  persons  be  procured  !  In  .Africa,
